TASS accuses 
Reagan of 
‘hypocrisy, slander’ 

MOSCOW (Ri - The official 
news agency TASS attacked Pre- 
sident Reagan Sunday for his cri- 
ticism ot the Soviet attitude to 
arms control in a radio address 
Saturday night. Mr. Reagan acc- 
used Moscow of trying to maintain 
a monopoly of intermediate-range 
nuclear missiles and said it reacted 
with an automatic “no' 1 to all U.S. 
arms reduction proposals at cur- 
rent negotiations in Geneva. 
“President Reagan has again 
made an attempt at slandering the 
USSR’s principled stand at the 
Geneva talks.” TASS said in a 
commentary on the address, it 
said Mr. Reagan had “hyp- 
ocritically claimed” the U.S. was 
showing goodwill at the talks and 
had unjustifiably accused the 
Kre mlin of putting obstacles in the 
way of an agreement. 

Soviet oil output

MOSCOW (Rj — Soviet oil and 
gas output was up on iy«2 levels 
during the first nine months of this 
year but coal production was sta- 
gnant. according to government 
figures published Sunday. A rep- 
on on economic performance 
from January to September sho- 
wed that 463 million tonnes of oil 
were produced, a two percent inc- 
rease oier last year’s figure, and 
393 billion cubic metres of gas. a

Suicide bombers blast 
U.S. , French soldiers 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Suicide commandos 
driving explosive-packed trucks blasted two 
bases of sleeping U.S. and French troops at 
dawn Sunday, killing more than 140 men 
and reducing the buildings to smoking heaps 
of rubble. 


In Washington, the Pentagon 
said at least 135 U.S. servicemen 
were killed in the attack on a U.S. 
base near Beirut airport. U.S. off- 
icers said more than 100 were 
wounded. 

- Lebanese security sources said 
Sunday evening that 27 French 
troops died and 12 were wounded 
in an attack on a tall apartment 
block serving as a paratroop base 
in the southern suburbs of the city. 

But a French spokesman dec- 
lined to comment on the figures, 
saying he would not update an ear- 
lier toll of five dead. 15 wounded 
and 53 still unaccounted for. 

It was by far the deadliest attack 
against the four-nation peace 
force in Beirut and the bloodiest 
blast in the city since August L97H 
when about 175 people were kil- 
led in an explosion which des- 
troyed an eight-storey block hou- 
sing the military command of a 
Palestinian group. 

The two blasts shook Beirut

morning, reducing the U.S. and 
French bases to smoking heaps of 
jagged debris. - - ' 

The commander of the 1.600 
U.S. Marines in Beirut, Colonel 
Tim Geraghry. immediately 
vowed they would press on with 
their peacekeeping role. 

“These kinds of things just har- 
den our resolve.” Col. Geraghty 


told reporters at the scene of the 
blasted U.S. Marine base. “We 
will continue to do what we came 
here to do and that is io provide 
assistance for a free and ind- 
ependent Lebanon.” 

Peace talks in doubt 

The blasts threw into doubt 
plans to hold a long-delayed nat- 
ional reconciliation conference, 
scheduled for Geneva on Oct. 31. 
to draft a new power-sharing for- 
mula aimed at ending nine years of 
violence in Lebanon. 

Prime Minister Shafiq Al-Waz- 
zan said after a crisis meeting with 
top officials: “Whenever we make 
certain progress towards saving 
the country we are driven bac- 
kwards by waves of evil.'’ 

Both the Americans and French 
said the blasts were caused by sui- 
cide commandos'erashing trucks 
past guards and barriers and det- 
onating massive explosive charges 
at the" base of the buildings. 

. Marine spokesman Major Rob- 
ert Jordan said the truck at the 
Marine 6uilding was loaded with 
about 900 kilogrammes of TNT. 
The blast left a crater nine metres 
deep and 13 metres wide.

The New U.S. ambassador to 
Beirut. Reginald Bartholomew, 
who arrived to take up his post 
Saturday, inspected the ruined 
Marine base but made no sta- 
tement to reporters. 

The U.S. and French buildings 
were among the most tightly gua- 
rded in Beirut. U.S. officers said 
the truck crashed into the Marine 
compound from an airport par- 
king lot, broke through an iron 
gate and a sentry post and sma- 
shed into the lobby of the building, 
where it detonated. 

The Marine base was the hea- 
dquarters of the “Battalion Lan- 
ding Team.” close to Beirut air- 
port. it contained sleeping qua- 
rters for some 2UU men. a chapel 
and a library. The Marines overall 
headquarters is in a separate ‘bui- 
lding nearby which was slightly 
damaged. 

Rescue work continues 

Rescue workers struggled thr- 
oughout the day with cranes, pne- 
umatic drills, blow torches and 
sledgehammers to get to trapped 
Marines and sailors under the 
debris. 

“They are going from point to 
point where there are vaults and 
empty spaces, calling down to see 
if they can get. an answer .” said 
Maj. Jordan, his arm spattered 
with blood. 

Exploding ammunition, occ- 
asional sniper fire and the weight 
of the fallen concrete slabs slowed 
up the work and it was expected to 
take several days to dear the sites. 

Maj. Jordan sa id records of who 
was in the building were buried 
under the rubble. He said 2(10 ser- 
vicemen normally slept there alt- 


hough 3U to 4u were on leave in 
Egypt- 

Both blasts smashed windows in 
a radius of- more than 5ul> metres 
and scattered documents and deb- 
ris over a wide area. 

A Marine uniform lay on the 
ground 4fi metres away from the 
base, twisted around a piece ot 
metal. Books from the Marines 
library lay in the dirt. 

One Marine said he went down 
to the basement with a gas mask to 
try to keep a raging blaze away 
from ammunition stores and to 
rescue colleagues. He said he 
saw bodies broken in two by the 
force oi the blast. 

Marines come under fire 

The French base was an apa- 
rtment block in the southern sub- 
urb of Jnah which served as home 
for some lull paratroops of the 
2.nU0-suong French contingent in 
the multinational force. 

As rescue workers struggled to 
lift giant slabs of fallen concrete, 
snipers openid fire at Marine pos- 
itions on the northeastern corner 
of the airport and some bullets 
struck the collapsed building. Maj. 
Jordan said. 

Snipers also fired on U.S. pos- 
itions at the Lebanese University 
Science Faculty east of the airport, 
and the Marines fired.back ir. both 
cases. 

Marines threw themselves to 
the ground on the airport road as 
bullets flew overhead for about 
two and a half hours. 

There was no immediate claim 
of responsibility for the blasts, the 
latest in a series of attacks against 
the U.S. and French troops in the 
force, which also includes ftalian 
and British units. 


Hemu 
in Beirut 

BEIRUT (Ri — : French Defence 
Ylinisier Charles Hemu arrived 
here Sunday night following bomb 
attacks on French and U.S. pea- 
cekeeping forces here in which 
nine French soldiers died and 1 1 
were wounded. 

The radio said .Mr. Hemu would 
fly by helicopter to French hea- 
dquarters and then visit the site of 
the explosion, where rescue wor- 
kers were still trying to free the 
victims with cranes, bulldozers, 
pneumatic, drills and sle- 
dgehammers. 

The blast also buried 53 sol- 
diers. most of whom are feared 
dead. A French soldier said voices 
could still be heard beneath the 
rubble. 

Mr. Hemu was accompanied by 
General Jeannou Lacaze. chief of 
staff of the French armed forces. 
They were met by Lebanese Def- 
ence Minister lssam Khoury and 
Lebanese Army Commander 
General Ibrahim Tannous. 

Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy 
said of the French losses: 

“France is carrying out a peace 
mission in Beirut. Criminal hands 
have just carried out an abo- 
minable and cowardly attack aga- 
inst France and peace.” 

Mr. Mauroy said it was feared 
the death toll would rise, with 
more bodies being found under 
the French building. 

He said he would make a full 
statement later after talking to 
President Francois Mitterrand. 

Italy reaffirms commitment 

Italy: with over 2:(M)0 troops in 
Beirut, faced calls for an urgent 
review of their security Sunday 
after the attacks on the mul- 
tinational force, but Prime Min- 
ister Bettino Craxi reaffirmed his 
country's commitment id Leb- 
anon. 

“1 confirm the commitment 
which Italy intends to maintain in 
Lebanon to develop a mission of 
peace.” he said in a message of 
condolence to President Reagan. 

Mr, Craxi sent a similar message 
to President Mitterrand, his office 
'said. 



U.S. suspects Iranian 
role in Beirut bombing 


WASHINGTON (R) - The 
White House said Sunday that its 
intelligence reports pointed to 
Iranian extremists being res- 
ponsible for the explosion that kil- 
led scores of U.S. servicemen near 
Beirut airport Sunday. 

President Reagan voiced grief 
and outrage at the attack, which 
the Pentagon said killed 120 U.S. 
servicemen, mostly Marines ser- 
ving with the multinational pea- 
cekeeping force in Lebanon. Ano- 
ther 45 were evacuated for med- 
ical treatment. 

Mr. Reagan, who vowed in a 
statement to reporters that the 
attack would not deter him from 
helping to achieve national rec- 
onciliation . in Lebanon, met his 
senior advisers immediately after 
a hurried return from a weekend 
visit to Georgia. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said Mr. Reagan dis- 
cussed intelligence reports with 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
and Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger. Asked if Iranian ext- 
remists were mentioned in the 
reports. Mr. Speakes replied: 
“That’s right." 

“There is a lot of circumstantial 
evidence that points in the dir- 
ection of Iran” Mr. Weinberger 
said later in a CBS Television int- 
erview. 


PLO denies involvement 

DAMASCUS (R) - The Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) denied involvement in 
Sunday’s attacks on U.S. and 
French servicemen in Beirut, but 
hardline Palestinians applauded 
the bombings. 

"The PLO has nothing to do 
with the explosions. Bui what has 
happened is not a surprise because 
he who comes into the bear's den 
must expect to get bitten.” the 
PLO’s official spokesman. Abd- 
ulmoftsen Abu Maizer. told Reu- 
ters. 

“We hope the Marines and the 
other multinational troops will 
leave at once and peacefully.” he 
said.’ 

Mahmoud Labbadi. spokesman 
for Syrian-backed hardline rebels 
in PLO Leader Yasser Arafat's 
Fateh group, told Reuters: “The 
more dead Marines, the more 
American policy is unmasked — 
and the more American policy is 
unmasked, the better for the Pal- 
estinian cause.” 

The bombings were “an act of 
the Lebanese resistance... a good 
expression to show that such for- 
ces, mainly the Marines, are not 
welcome,” he said. " 

There was no immediate official 
Syrian reaction to the attacks. 


Kennedy demands Reagan 
clarify U.S. Marines’ role 


WASHINGTON (R> — Opp- 
osition congressional leaders voi- 
ced shock and outrage at the att- 
ack which killed at least 1 35 U.S. 
Marines in Beirut Sunday and 
demanded President Reagan cla- 
rify the role of U.S. forces in Leb- 
anon. 

Democratic Senator Edward 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, a lea- 
ding Reagan critic, called for an 
immediate review by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee of 
security provisions for Marines 
and of their future role in Leb- 
anon. 

He called the attack on the Mar- 
ines. who are part of the four- 


nation multi-national pea- 
cekeeping force in Lebanon, “a 
terrorist Pearl Harbour in the 
Middle East." 

Mr. Kennedy warned the adm- 
inistration that Congress would 
not tolerate a situation where the 
Marines were “sitting ducks” tor 
attacks by warring factions in the 
Lebanese capital, 

“The administration must ans- 
wer whether it has a plan which, 
within a reasonable period, env- 
isages a settlement in Lebanon or 
the withdrawal of our Marines. An 
endless commitment is una- 
cceptable.” Mr. Kennedy said.

“As far as our position is con- 
cerned certainly we keep it under 
very careful review and we are 
doing so now." Foreign Office 
Junior Minister Richard Luce said 
on British radio. 

Egypt ‘shocked’ 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Kamal Hassan Ali expressed out-, 
rage and regret over the deaths of 
the U.S. and French troops. 

Mr. Ali told reporters he was 
“shocked” by news of the deaths 
and added that such incidents 
posed a threat to the peace and 
stability ot the Middle East. 

Saud regrets attack 

Saudi Arabian Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud A1 Faisal said he 
hoped the fresh bloodshed in Leb- 
anon would not deter efforts to 
convene national reconciliation 
talks among warring factions in 
the country. 

Prince Saud told reporters on 
arriv al Here for talks with Kuwaiti 
leaders that he regretted the att- 
acks on U.S. and French ser- 
vicemen in Beirut. 

Israel sends condolences 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said the attacks in Beirut 
were “a despicable crime per- 
petrated by those interested in 
preventing a peaceful solution and 
increasing the bloodshed in Leb- 
anon.” 

Mr. Shamir cabled Israel con- 
dolences to President Reagan and 
French President Francois Mit- 
terrand. a cabinet spokesman said. 

Former Labour Premier Yit- 
zhak Rabin predicted the incident 
would lead Mr. Reagan to eve- 
ntually withdraw the Marines 
under “a face-saving formula.''

Three Lebanese civilians killed 
as Israelis, demonstrators clash 


SARAFAND, Lebanon (Age- 
ncies . • • Three Lebanese \ illagers 
were killed and more than*" 15 
wounded Sunday when Israeli 
troops opened lire on dem- 
onstrators demanding the release 
of about 3«i detainees in this sou- 
thern village. 

The villagers injured tour of the 
Israeli soldiers with sticks and sto- 
nes. eyewitnesses said. 

All the detainees escaped in the 
contusion, but the Israelis later 
recaptured seven of them, local 
residents said. 

The clashes began when dem- 
onstrating villagers marched on to 
the village square and began thr- 
owing stones at the Israelis, who 
were holding the detainees there 
before moving them to hea- 
dquarters in the market town ot 
Nabatfveh. 


Tlte eyewitnesses said villagers 
piled up stones and set fire to tyres 
at the entrances to Saraland in an 
attempt to stop the Israelis bri- 
nging in reinforcements. 

Israeli soldiers closed oft a long 
stretch ot the main coast road 
between the southern pirns ot 
Sidon and Tyre as lighting con- 
tinued. 

An Israeli military spokesman 
later confirmed the death of the 
three Lebanese civilians. 

The dash erupted when the vil- 
lagers tried to tree the owners o! a 
house who had been arrested after 
an Israeli patrol uncovered a large 
arms cache in the building, acc- 
ording to the spokesman. 

The villagers attacked the pat- 
rol with knives, iron building rods 
and rocks, he said. 

The soldiers first fired wamine 


shots, the spokesman said, but the 
crowd grew larger, threw some ot 
the Israeli solJiers to the ground 
and attempted to seize their vvea- 
the qv.fccs.nan said. 

According to the eyewitnesses, 
stones hit the Israeli commander 
and three ol his men. who opened 
lire on the crowd with machine 
guns, wounding six. 

Another six v illagers were wou- 
nded when Israeli troops again 
opened lire to stop them leaving 
Saraiand. they said. 

In the wake of the first con- 
frontation. most of the v Wage sta- 
ged a sii~in white others moved 
towards the coast road. 

The incident was the latest in a 
series ot recent dashes between 
the Israeli occupation forces and 
Shi'ite Muslims.

Iraq confirms missile attacks 


BAHRAIN (Ri — Iraq said Sun- 
day that its forces had mounted 
missile attacks on selected Iranian 
targets, while Iran said at least 12s 
people were killed in raids on two 
Iranian towns Saturday. 

A military spokesman in Bag- 
hdad said Iraq's air force and mis- 
sile units had mounted raids and 
rocket attacks on selected targets 
in retaliation for Iran’s “new agg- 
ression" and artillery' shelling oi 
Iraqi border towns. 

Iraq, which said Saturday it had 
mined approaches ro ihe Iranian 
port of Bandar Khomeini, warned 
Sunday that vital and strategic 
Iranian targets were within str- 


iking range of Iraqi forces in the 
three-year-old Gulf war. (See 
story on page 2) 

Iran, which launched a cross- 
border offensive on the wars nor- 
thern front last Thursday, said the 
Iraqi missile attacks had killed ‘>4 
people in Masjed Suleyman and 
34 in Dezfui. 

The national Iranian news age- 
ncy 1RNA said more than 4*11(1 
people were injured in the towns 
in Iran's western oil province ol 
Khuzestan. several hundred kil- 
ometres south ot the currem 
round of fighting. 

Iraq's Baath Party newspaper 
Al Thawra. commenting on the 


reported mining outside Bandar 
Khomeini at the head ot the Gulf, 
said the move “proved Baghdad 
meant business.” 

It said mining ihe area was one 
ol several otherwise unspecified 
measures Iraq would take to force 
Iran to make peace. 

Iran has threatened to close the 
Strait of Hormuz at the mouth ol 
the Gulf, through which about a 
sixth of ihe non -communist 
world's oil supplies pass, il Iraq 
disrupts ii oil shipments.

3 Turkish candidates 
televised debate 


ANKARA (Ri — Millions wat- 
ched as leaders of Turkey's three 
political parties held their first tel- 
evision debate Saturday night 
prior to Nov. 6 genera! elections 
which will restore civilian gov- 
ernment after three years of mil- 
itary rule. 

Turgut Ozal of the Con- 
servative Motherland Party, who 
matersminded Turkey's economic 
recovery after the l y NU military 
coup, dominated the two-hour 
debate, hammering home his 
anti-inflationary. Iree-market pol- 
icies. 

The main opposition to the 
56-year-old former deputy prime 
minister came from ex-bureaucrat 
Necdec Calp who heads the mildly 
socialist Populist Party. Mr. Calp. 
61 . said he favoured a mixed eco- 
nomy but with the state playing a 
greater role. 

Most commentators agreed 
Sunday that retired Gen. Turgut 
Sunalp of the Conservative Nat- 
ionalist Democracy Party was a 
disappointing debater as he was 
halting and often read from notes. 

Gen. Sunalp. 6b and widely bel- 
ieved to be favoured by the ruling 
generals, advocated a mixed eco- 
nomy with more emphasis on the 
private sector. 

Writing in the newspaper Mil- 
liyet. columnist Mumtaz Soy sal' 
said: “ in this oral exam. Ozal and 


Calp pass. Sunalp needs a re- 
take." 

The main streets of Ankara and 
Istanbul. Turkey's largest city, 
were almost deserted as the three 
men discussed mainly general pol- 
icy intentions, with only brief ref- 
erences to foreign affairs. 

One newspaper said that out of 
J.1X6 people it surveyed by tel- 
ephone. all but 44 were watching 
the three men. who were sitting 
close together, scrupulously polite 
to each other and carefully avo- 
iding criticism of the coup or its 
aftermath. 

The regime has warned against 
any return to the fierce rivalries 
and violence that marred politics 
before the coup. 

President Kenan Evren has said 
that martial law would be mai- 
ntained for some time after the 
poll because "the roots of some 
nests of treachery have not yet 
been scratched out." 

The three party leaders pledged 
to clamp down on any re- 
emergence of political violence 
after the return to civilian gov- 
ernment. 

The three parties are the only 
ones allowed to contest the ele- 
ctions. the first since the military 
take-over. Ail pre-coup parties 
were abolished and 12 new parties 
founded after a ban on politics was 
lifted were ruled out of the ele- 
ctions.

‘West should 
strike 
if Gulf 
is blocked’ 


TOKYO (R) — Former U.S. Def- 
ence Secretary Harold Brown said 
in an interview published Sat- 
urday that in his opinion the West 
should retaliate if Iran blocked the 
Strait of Hormuz. 

Mr. Brown, now visiting Japan, 
told the mass -circulation daily 
Asahi Shimbun that Iraq's sta- 
tement that it had mined the app- 
roaches to Iranian port of Bandar 
Khomeini was “potentially dan- 
gerous." 

He said the United States and 
other Western nations should not 
tolerate an interruption in their oil 
imports and should take ret- 
aliatory measures if (he Strait of 
Hormuz was blocked. 

But he said a blockade would 
not be technically easy for Iran 
and the West was capable of rem- 
oving mines if Iran mined the str- 
ait.

Baghdad reminds Iran about Iraqi strike range 


BAGHDAD (Ri — Iraq's ruling 
Baath Party newspaper A(- 
Thawra warned Sunday that vital 
and strategic Iranian targets lay 
within striking range of Iraqi for- 
ces in the three-year-old Gulfwar. 

Commenting on Saturday’s 
announcement that Iraq had 
mined the entrance to the Iranian 
port of Bandar Khomeini, the 
newspaper said the measure “pro- 
ved Baghdad meant business." 


It said the mining of the area at 
the head of the Gulf was one of 
several otherwise unspecified 
measures Iraq would take to force 
Iran to make peace. - 

"Iraq owns modern means that 


will put all Iranian strategic and 
vital targets within the range of its 
military operations zone... it 
{Iraq; will shoulder no res- 
ponsibility for the harm and des- 
truction Iran will suffer if its rulers 
continue their aggression on 
Iraq," the commentary said. 

It called on the international 
community to put pressure on Iran 
to halt what it said was Tehran's 
aggression and human-wave ass- 
aults. 

Baghdad Radio, meanwhile, 
broadcast a commentary which 
said: “Iran's ofl island of Kharg 
was also within the zone of the 
area sea-mined Saturday by Iraq 


along with Bandar Khomeini." 

It was not dear from this whe- 
ther mines had been laid around 
Khaig Island, Iran's main oil exp- 
ort terminal in the Gulf. No men- 
tion of this was made in Saturday 9 s 
statement that the approaches to 
Bandar Khomeini, some I6ti kil-. 
ometres northwest of Kharg Isl- 
and. had been mined. 

"Iraq owns huge potentials to 
strike economic and military tar-* 
gets deep inside Iran," the radio 
added. 

Earlier, Iraq said it had fired 
missiles on selected Iranian tar- 
gets, adding that this had been in 
retaliation for Iranian attacks on 
Iraqi border towns. 


Iran said 12S people were killed 
and about 400 injured when Iraqi 
missiles hit the western Iranian 
towns of Masjed Sulevman and 
Dezful. 


An Iraqi military spokesman 
said its air force and missile unitSi 
had hit Iranian targets in ret- 
aliation for Iran's" new aggression 
on our territories and their art- 
illery shelling of our border 
towns." 


The latest in a series of missile 
attacks on Iranian targets came as 
the two sides reported continued 
fighting in the Penjwin border 
area east of the major Iraqi oil 
town of Kurkuk. 


New governor 
appointed for 
Iraqi leader’s 
home province 


BAGHDAD lR> - Iraq's Pre- 
sident Saddam Hussein has rep- 
laced his half-brother Watban 
Ibrahim Tikriti as governor of Sal- 
ahaddin Province north of Bag- 
hdad. the official Iraqi news age- 
ncy 1NA reported Sunday. 


The agency named the new 
governor of Salahaddin. which 
includes Mr. Hussein's birth vil- 
lage of Awja. as Mohammad 
Zimam Abdul- Razzaq. a leading 
official in the ruling Baath Party. 


No mention was made of the 
president's other half-brother 
Barzan Ibrahim Tikriti. who was 
identified as chief of Iraqi int- 
elligence in a book he published 
earlier this year on assassination 
attempts against Mr. Hussein. 


Syria trains 10,000-strong youth army

DAMASCUS - Jaida Deeb. a 
17-year-old girl paratrooper, pic- 
ked a writhing snake from the 
ground and twisted its neck until 
the venom spurted out as Syria's 
President Hafez A1 Assad and top 
military aides looked on; 

“This is part of the training we 
undergo," said Deeb. a memberof 
a lO.OUO-strong military auxiliary 
force made up of youths and girls 
between the ages of 16 and 20. 

“We must get used to snakes 
and eat them if the enemy cuts off 
our food supplies," she told rep- 
orters at graduation ceremonies 
for a new 3,00U-raember youth 
unit. 

President Assad praised the 
youngsters at the graduation, tel- 
ling them: “You are the youth of 
Syria... you are its array." 

The youth force was founded in 
19XU and all members are vol- 
unteers from Syrian secondary 


schools, officials said. 

“Syria is keen to prepare its 
youth ,to carry out their assisgned 
role, that is to achieve Syria's aims 
of unity, freedom and socialism." 
they said. 

Besides the youth force, there is 
an obligatory course for sch- 
oolchildren that is more like a sco- 
uts' course than military training. 
But it does have an additional aim 
of preparing children for service in 
the youth army. 

University students belong to a 
different militant body called the 
“national union", an affiliate of 
the ruling Baath Socialist Party. 

Officials said the announced 
task of the teenage army was to 
help the regular Syrian armed for- 
ces in case of attack or to heir 
quash Internal disturbances. 

President Assad’s presence at 
the graduation ceremony was an 
indication of the importance the 
government attached to the youth 
movement. 

He told graduates: “Syria will 
stand against any aggression fac- 


ing it or the Arab Nation... the era 
of fear is gone. 

“But we have to prepare our- 
selves because our enemy, Israel, 
is exploiting the world for its own 
interests and in pursuance of its 
expansionist plans." 

The graduates attended a 
three-month course during which 
the boys and girls were trained in 
the use of heavy and fight arms, 
tank warfare and parachuting. 

Officials said that six girls had 
died since 19X0 during the tra- 
ining when their parachutes had 
failed to open. 

Damascus residents said the 
government had used youth units 
to quell an uprising last year by the 
fundamentalist Muslim Bro- 
therhood movement in the central 
Syrian town of Hama. 

Boys and girls in camouflage 
para troop uniforms and carrying 
machine-guns have become a fam- 
iliar sight on Syrian streets, often 
causing long traffic hold-ups as 
they stroQ in groups down the roa- 
dways. 


Iraqi envoy concludes 
lightning tour of Gulf 


BAGHDAD (R) — fraq's firs: 
Deputy Prime MinisterTaha \ as- 
sin Ramadan has returned to Bag- 
hdad after a flying tour of three 
Gulf states and exchanges of mes- 
sages between President Saddam 
Hussein and their leaders on rec- 
ent Gulf War developments. 

Mr. Ramadan’s tour Friday 
came a few hours after Iraq ann- 
ounced it had laid mines around 
the Iranian port of Bandar Kho- 
meini at the head of the Gulf and 


wanted ships to keep clear. 

The official Iraqi news agency 
quoted Mr. Ramadan as having 
said on his return from Oman. 
Qatar and Bahrain that his talks 
had covered bilateral relations 
and other developments, par- 
ticularly relating to the Gulf war. 

He reaffirmed “Iraq's ability to 
continue defending its sovereignty 
... as long as the Iranian regime 
continued its aggression." the 
agency reported. 


Egypt says Palestinian 
radicals planned killings 


CAIRO (Rj — Interior Minister 
Hassan Abu Basha has said that 
members of a radical Palestinian 
group came to Egypt recently to 
kill moderate Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO > leaders living 
here. 

Mr. Abu Basha was asked at a 
news conference Saturday night 
about press reports here last 
month that members of a bre- 
akaway Palestinian group led by 
Abu Nidal came to Egypt on a 
sabotage mission and had been 
deported. “1 believe that one of 
their objectives was to assassinate 
some of the Palestinian leaders," 
Mr. Abu Basha said. 

He was questioned about all- 
egations by leading PLO official 
Salaft KhalaL better known as 


Abu lyad. that Egypt had dep- 
oned 300 Palestinians and banned 
others from studying at university. 

Mr. Abu lyad said on Wed- 
nesday that he was appalled at the 
number of Palestinians deponed 
for alleged implication in a plot to 
overthrow the government of Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak. 

Mr. Abu Basha said some Pal- 
estinians had been deponed bec- 
ause their papers were not in 
order, but denied that 300 had 
been expelled or that there was a 
ban on Palestinians studying here. 

He said 12 terrorist groups had 
been rounded' up in Egypt in the 
past year but they had posed no 
threat to Egypt’s stability and 
there had been no attempt to ass- 
assinate Mr. Mubarak. 


Fateh rebels reportedly 
liaise with Abu Nidal 


DAMASCUS (Ri — A bre- 
akaway Palestinian guerrilla 
group led by Abu Nidal is liaising 
with rebels against Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO; lea- 
der Yasser Arafat, a rebel leader 
said Saturday. 

Abu Saleh, political leader of 
rebels within Mr. Arafafs own 
mainstream PLO group. Fateh, 
said in an interview here with the 
British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (BBCj he hoped Abu 
Nidal would join his cause. 

Abu Nidal was expelled from 
the PLO in 1974 and it has sen- 
tenced him to death for allegedly 
trying to kill Mr. Arafat. 

Abu Nidal claimed res- 
ponsibility for the 19X2 ass- 
assination attempt on the Israeli 
ambassador in London, Shlomo 


Argov. which took place just bef- 
ore Israel’s invasion of Lebanon. 

His group has claimed res- 
ponsibility for attacks on both- 
moderate Palestinian and Jewish 
targets. 

Abu Saleh said Saturday he did 
not agree with Abu Nidai's met- 
hods. “Terrorism is not an asset to 
a revolution.” he said. 


But he said Abu Nidal might 
have a contribution to make to 
whaV he called the “post- Arafat" 
phase in Fateh. 

Abu Saleh said he had not met 
Abu Nidal in person for years but 
that contacts between them had 
recently been renewed. He said he 
considered Abu Nidal “a sincere 
man", adding that in his view they 
had no political differences. 


Kenyan leader 
arrives in 
Saudi Arabia 


BAHRAIN (R) — Kenyan Pre- 
sident Daniel arap Moi arrived in 
Jeddah Sunday on an official visit 
to Saudi Arabia, the official Saudi 
press agency reported. 

It aid Mr. Moi, accompanied by 
a high-level delegation, was met 
by King Fahd and senior Saudi off- 
icials at the airport.

A vlviAN iJ.T.i — -A two-day 
conference on community col- 
leges ended here Sunday with rec- 
ommendations designed toimp- 
rov e the standard and functioning 
of community colleges in Jordan. 

The conference adopted a spe- 
ech delivered on behalf of Crown 
Prince Hassan Saturday at the 
opening of the conference by Isl- 
amic Chief Justice Sheikh Ibrahim 
AJ Oat tan. as an official document 
and a basic plan for the con- 
ference. 

The recommendations included 
a call for the establishment of an' 
institution to look after the affairs 
ol community colleges adm- 


inistratively. technically and for 
developing, general examinations 
that can serve as a criterion to 
raeasm-e the - skills- and com- 
petence of college graduates in 
various specialisations. 

The recommendations also cal- 
led for the drawing up of a plan to 
train staff employed by the col- 
leges such as teachers, technicians 
and administrators, and supported 
the idea of creating a board of tru- 
stees at each college. 

The conference stressed the 
need for linking the college pro- 
grammes with development plans 
Tn Jordan. 


Talks focus on economic 
cooperation with Iraq

conference on women’s role in 
food production on a field trip m 
and around the Princess Rahma 
Community Development Centre 
at Allan, west of here. 

The tour started with a visit to a 
home in the area where the Queen 
and the delegations inspected a 
project of home-grown produce 
which is being undertaken by the 
centre in cooperation with UNI- 
CEF. the U.N- Children Fund, 
with the purpose of increasing the 
income ot local families. 

The next stop on the tour was at 
a dress making and needlework 
centre run by a local women’s 
cooperative, and the party was 
briefed on the services the society 
offers to help the local community 
achieve self-sufficiency in dif- 
ferent fields.

Ham dan, talented but disappointing AIia seeks to increase Ac ^ aba fllghts

AMMAN Omar Hamdan is 
probably one ot the most capable 
young artists in the country. A 
bald statement but one which is 
validated by some of the paintings, 
at the French Cultural Centre this 
week where Hamdan is holding 
his first solo exhibition. To start 
with, take the little pencil dra- 
wings o( his fellow artists. Hasty 
sketches drawn when they were all 
together in Aqaba for the Spring 
FesiiiaJ two long years ago. Y el. 
through them, he manages to con- 
vey dillicuh nuances of character 
Nabil's quiet diffidence. 
Mazim’s bold twinkle — that are 
hard to put into words. Then there 
are some ol the artist's abstract 
landscapes, a mode of expression 
that Hamdan is particularly good 
at. lor. like a dancer who performs 
a difficult movement effortlessly 
and gracefully, making it look so 
easy. Hamdan gives these pai- 
ntings a deceptive simplicity. 

AJ1 his abilities in this genre 
come together in " Foret el Lac en 
Finland". It is a strange painting 
that has been built up with a series 
of rapid brushstrokes which place 
subtle shades of khaki greens and 
dusty blues unerringly so that pos- 
itive balances negative, so that the 
plane of the painting rises and falls 
with secret depths and shadows. 
Over this single coat of ira- 
sn pa rent colour that allows no 
overpai nl *ng of mistakes, race 
impatient black lines that impart a 
spontaneous dynamism. But what 
this painting shows more than any- 
thing else is that it could have only

been painted by an artist with a 
deep understanding and control of 
what he is doing and it indicates 
that Hamdan is an artist or inc- 
reasing maturity confidence and 
ability. 

ART REVIEW 

There are4ouches of inspiration 
in some of his other pieces, both 
abstract and figurative. There are 
the rising yellows, oranges and 
reds in the gentle washes of “Ins- 
piration du Desen", and there are 
the creamy- thickly overpainted 
spots of colour dashing together in 
the midst of glowing white rec- 
tangles in “Du Sud de la Jor- 
danie". There is also the tension, 
the edging together of planes in his 
"Nature Abstrarte” series and 
there is the tiny red spot in "Bleu 


et Noir" without which the pai- 
nting would lose its potency. 

All these aspects, particularly 
that latter red spot, show Hamdan 
to be a talented artist so why. 
when the exhibition is taken as a 
whole, is it disappointing, and 
vaguely unsatisfactory? 

One valid comment was that, 
while it is important to be always 
experimenting with new ideas, is it 
necessary to exhibit them all? Sur- 
ely one of the aims of a good exh- 
ibition is to make some kind of a 
clear statement, so perhaps Ham- 
dan could have been a little more 
selective in what he chose to show, 
particularly in the case of his por- 
traits as all the dilferent styles - 
the realistic, the heavily sha- 
dowed. the mysteriously half vei- 
led. the stereotypic. - leave one 
confused and a little bewildered as 
to what the art ist is really trying to 
S3y. 

Perhaps another reason for the 
slight feeling of unease about the 
exhibition is that many of Ham- 
dan's paintings lack substance and 
there is feeling of hasty, not quite 
thoughtful enough execution 
about them. And because we 
know Hamdan is more than cap- 
able. because he is good we are 
unwilling to accept less than the 
best from him. 

The paintings are ail for sale, 
prices ranging from JD 7n to 
JD2UU. The exhibition runs until 
Tuesday October 25.

an arbitration committee of two 
members trom each company 
under a neutral director would 
decide the ownership issue, but 
membership ol the committee had 
not yet been decided. 

"We are still exchanging names, 
but hope we will be able to decide 
on the members in about IW 
davs.” Mr. Fayez was quoted as 


saying. 

He said earlier the trucks would 
automatically become Iraqi- 
Jordanian Land company pro- 
perty when the two-year agr- 
eement runs out today ( Monday • 
and the company would nm com- 
pensate MAN lor the trucks unl- 
ess ordered to do so by the arb- 
itration committee. 

The West German truck- 
making and iranspo rial ion com- 
pany earlier claimed it had lost 
1 1 1.5 million dinars (about s2 l » 
million, under the agreement. 

Mr. Fayez said earlier MAN 
had failed to invest an agreed two 
million Jordanian dinars (S5.5. 
million, in garages and che- 
ckpoints along the 1. 225- 


kilometre Aqaba to Baghdad 
route and had not transported the 
agreed volume ol goods. 

Mr. Fayez attributed MAN'S 
losses to inexperience in the tru- 
cking business and problems with 
drivers and said its claims that it 
did not hav e enough Iraqi cargo to 
transport was unlounded. 

The lraqi-Jordaman Land Tra- 
nsport Co m pans was set up hy the 
governments of Iraq and Jordan in 
]*■ Mi tn transport goods to Iraq, 
whose own ports were blocked 

shortly alter the lran-lraq warsta- 
rted in September of that year. 

Predicting a rise in demand 
which the trucking firms in the two 
countries could not meet, the 
company agreed that MAN and 
Austrian truck-makers Stevr 
would transport hall ol the lour 
million tonnes of goods annually 
imported by Iraq via Aqaba. 

The volume ot goods tra- 
nsported has been lower than ant- 
icipated because ol a drop in Iraq’s 
oil revenue.

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The vicious circle expands 

THE TERRIBLE loss oflife among the American and French 
contingents of the Multi-National Force in Beirut on Sunday is 
shocking and deplorable. If such acts of violence and merciless 
killing, which have been the hallmark of a Middle East torn by 
strife and bloodshed for many years now. are allowed to con- 
tinue for much longer, we must brace ourselves for the worst, 
for the worst is coming. 

On a sad occasion like this, individuals, peoples and gov- 
ernments sit to think about it all and mull over things. Just 
when plans for a Lebanese national reconciliation near com- 
pletion, this blast comes to throw doubts over every sincere 
effort towards the restoration of Lebanon. Is there a con- 
spiracy to set the clock back on what has been accomplished 
already? Or is it just another revenge-taking act. designed to 
prevent peace from returning to this region, after a long and 
hard absence? 

Over the past year, troops of the international peacekeeping 
force have been made to pay with their lives for the quagmire of 
Lebanon's deadly politics. Many Lebanese. Syrians and Pal- 
estinians have also perished either fighting for survival or joc- 
keying for positions. Almost everybody, however, has had to 
suffer from the wrath Israel brought unto Lebanon and the 
Arab World, right from the day the Zionist state sent its inv- 
asion army across the Lebanese border. 

It would have been totally unnecessary for the French, the 
Americans or, for that matter, any nation to send their best 
boys to be killed in Lebanon today, if the international com- 
munity could in the first place restrain the Israelis from pus- 
hing to Beirut last summer. And something else could have 
been done to avert the latest cycle of violence, in the Shouf 
mountains and around Beirut, if Israel did not have so much of 
a free hand to make its partial withdrawal to the Awali River 
last month. 

Time and again, the Arabs warned against Israel's dan- 
gerous policies in the region, its adventures and forays in 
neighbouring states, and against the consequences of such 
irresponsible practices, that the world almost turned a deaf ear 
to our warnings and pleas. Still, Israel did not seem to care; 
and, tomorrow, it will have all been only the Arabs' Fault that 
so many are being killed, in the eyes of the Israeli military 
regime and its Zionist lobby. 

This is not the time to lay the blame on anybody for the 
failure to cut Israel down to size during all these past years. 
But, for all we know. Israel takes a large and direct res- 
ponsibility for those who masterminded and carried out the 
outrageous massacre of American and French troops in Beirut 
on Sunday.

Al Rai : Israel lays trap 

ISRAEL HAS announced measures designed to prolong rhe 
stay of its forces in Lebanon. The Israelis aimed to destroy any 
hope for peace 3nd increase the suffering of the Lebanese 
people. Israel s withdrawal from Lebanon is a basic pre- 
requisite for the establishment of peace in Lebanon and the 
new arrangements by Israeli authorities are meant to stop 
such a withdrawal, and place new obstacles in all paths that 
might lead to peace. 

Clearly Israel has translated into practise its real intentions 
and this ought to prompt the Lebanese to take speedy action 
to bring about the national reconciliation conference and so 
thwart all Israeli designs on their country. Israel hopes that its 
new arrangements in the south will act as a time bomb to blow 
up the long-awaited conference and so scatter the leaders of 
the various factions and groups away from the negotiating 
table, it is a trap set to destroy Lebanon, but the Lebanese 
should act now to abort Israeli ambitions. 

Al Dustour: Iran should face facts 


THE IGNOMINIOUS defeat of the Iranian forces at the 
hand of the Iraqi forces is sufficient to give the Iranian regime 
an unforgettable lesson. The Iranians should realise that their 
attempts to attack Iraqi territory will always end in total 
failure. Iraq has been extending a peaceful hand to the Ira- 
nians. but the Tehran regime seems to be determined to 
pursue a losing war in the Gulf. Therefore, the Iraqis have the 
right to take whatever measures it deems necessary to destroy 
Iran's economy and only then the Iranian regime might rec- 
over its sense and respond favourably to peace bids. 

Iraq's mining of the Iranian ports comes as a First step in its 
drive to paralyse the Iranian economy. No doubt the Iraqi 
military supremacy would enable it to carry out its retaliatory 
measures against Iran with considerable success. The world 
now watches the developments in the Gulf and can only put 
most of the blame on the Iranians who so far have lent only a 
deaf ear to all bids for peace. 

Sawr Al Shaab: A pitiable situation 

THERE IS absolutely no reason for the continuation of the 
- Gulf war. The most recent Iranian offensive against the Iraqi 
Penjeuin area which has been aborted by the Iraqis, dem- 
_ onstraies the underestimation of the Iranian regime of the 
’ formidable power of the Iraqis and their retaliatory measures. 
Despite the successive defeats for Iran, its regime seems to be 
intent on pursuing a losing battle. For the second time in one 
month, the Iraqis have proved that they are well equipped, 
well prepared and powerful enough to destroy any Iranian 
offensive any time. 

It is really a pitiable situation to see the Iranian regime 
pursuing the Fighting and losing thousands killed and injured, 
not to mention the devastating consequences for its economy, 
without any hope of achieving any success against the Iraqis.

Jordan’s ailing firms and government responsibility 


WITH THE world economic 
recession and the liquidity squ- 
eeze and instability in our reg- 
ion which usually affect eco- 
nomic conditions in Jordan, a 
good number of Jordanian 
firms are presently in the red. 
Their weakness appears in 
many forms, particularly in 
underutilisation of productive 
capacity, declining sales, over- 
stocking of final products, liq- 
uidity shortage, lay-off of wor- 
kers. incurring losses in their 
operations, declining prices of 
their shares and periodic dis- 
putes among owners or their 
management. 

In addition to the world eco- 
nomic recession and its impact 
on our region, many factors 
have contributed to this sit- 
uation. 

First, the government lic- 
ensing practices have been very 
lenient to the applicants' des- 


ires. It is true that a feasibility 
study is required with the app- 
lication to establish a factory, 
but the marketing and pricing 
aspects of these studies are left 
totally to the applicant's wish. 
The letter usually submits est- 
imates which show his firm to 
yield reasonable returns after a 
"few years of investment. He 
avoids assuming any possibility 
of loss or, on the other hand, 
making excessive profits. Acc- 
ordingly. his application is pro- 
cessed with little apprehension 
over possible negative results, 
or fear of being leaked to other 
investors. 

Project licensing, whether in 
industry, trade, contracting, 
tourism, transportation, or 
education should rely on mar- 
ket information which the gov- 
ernmental department con- 
cerned should always update 
and analyse. Reliable inf- 


ormation on similar operation 
Firms and their capacity, local 
demand, export possibilities, 
and a projection of these var- 
iables should be used as yar- 
dsticks by the decision-maker 
before he approves a new pro- 
ject. Otherwise, we shall con- 
tinue to witness a veiy costly 
repetition of some projects that 
were successful at one time but 
are now ailing due to wid- 
espread competition in a small 
market. 

A proper licensing policy 
should aim at conserving nat- 
ional savings and avoiding 
dead investments or idle cap- 
ital and equipment. Some pro- 
jects are established on the 
basis of unrealistic assumptions 
about market expansion rates 
in the future. Their feasibility 
studies, in other words, aim at 
making them look feasible. 
Investors of this type should be 


advised on a basis of objective 
diagnosis and not subjective 
impressions. 

Second, the establishment 
rate of new firms in the last five 
years was faster than our ability 
to provide qualified managers. 
Good managers have to study 
management in addition to 
having a talent of getting things 
done efficiently through oth- 
ers. Indeed, most of our com- 
panies' problems, after their 
establishment, are those of 
inexperienced management. 
Top-level seminars should be 
arranged where managers 
meet and discuss problem- 
solving techniques as related to 
production, procurement, 
sales, financing and labour rel- 
ations. 

The main bottleneck in 
management skill is marketing. 
Given that oar local market is 
relatively small in size and 


open to foreign products, most 
of the new firms were est- 
ablished to take advantage of 
the larger Iraqi market. This 
worked for the last three years 
but declined sharply especially 
for certain products as in the 
construction sector and dur- 
able consumption goods. 

Marketing is a continuous 
effort and a risky one. A Jor- 
danian export development 
board needs to be est- 
ablished with the helpof the 
government. 

A third factor is the fact that 
thousands of shareholders 
have invested their small sav- 
ings in the newly-established 
firms hoping for a profit and a 
capital gain. They have pra- 
ctically no control or say in the 
operation of these firms. As 
was the case in similar est- 
ablishments in industrialised 
countries, a few of the large 


share- holders dominate the 
fate of these companies and in 
many cases steer them towards 
their own dealings and per- 
sonal interests. 

The Ministry of Industry and 
Trade should establish a new 
department to receive com- 
plaints of share- holders and 
inspect ailing companies. It is a 
national responsibility to mai- 
ntain public confidence ii) the 
concept of shareholding com- 
panies. It should not be left tot- 
ally to major investors. 

During the economic slo- 
wdown. ailing companies will 
pose an economic and som- 
ewhat a social problem. Gov- 
ernment action is needed to 
ensure proper management of 
these companies, the pro- 
tection of small shareholders' 
interests and the viability of 
new projects prior to their est- 
ablishment.

ISRAEL'S NEW prime minister 
is not someone who easily arouses 
human sympathy. Politically, he 
claims to be Begin Mark II but 
lacks his predecessor's charm, 
charisma and good looks. Sha- 
mil's nickname ET seems unfair 
to that enchanting visitor from 
outer space. Yet it would be hard 
to think of a more demanding off- 
ice in 19X3 than the premiership 
of Israel — unless it is the pre- 
sidency of Lebanon. 

Two problems which confront 
Shamir over shadow the rest — 
Lebanon and the economy. Every 
day that passes emphasises the 
negative consequences and the 
lack of real achievement of the 
Israeli invasion. The current ind- 
ecision over whether to attempt to 
seal off the territory south of the 
Awali River illustrates the dil- 
emma. If the attempt is not made, 
infiltration by guerrillas will con- 
tinue and increase. If it is. the lar- 
gely Shi* ite population of the reg- 
ion is bound to turn against the 
occupiers. Relying on Major Saad 
Haddad's forces to police the area 
and enable Israreli forces to wit- 
hdraw beyond the frontier is now 
recognised as futile. Any attempt 
to form a rival pro- Israeli Shfite 
militia is most unlikely to succeed. 


It is possible that Ariel Sharon 
will win his demand to be repaid 
for his previous support for Sha- 
mir in gaining control of Herat, 
and that he will eventually be gra- 
nted a key post in the cabinet. A 
more aggressive policy in South 
Lebanon cannot be ruled out — 
including the establishment of 
permanent Jewish settlements. 
But this is where the current crisis 
in the economy is relevant, for any 
new strategy advocated by Sharon 
would be vastly expensive. 

Predictions of economic cat- 
astrophe in Israel have been made 
so often that they tend to be dis- 
counted. The wholly und- 
erstandable Arab view is that the 
U.S. will always bail Israel out. 
Yet it is significant that senior U.S. 
representatives such as Philip 
Habib were saying in the early 
summer (hat they expected Israel 
to face an extreme economic crisis 
withifi a year and that this was cer- 
tain to have a major effect on its 
policies. Now the policy of enc- 
ouraging consumption, which 
enabled Begin to win the 19X1 el- 
ections. has brought nemesis, and 
the stock exchange which the Isr- 
aeli middle class used as a hedge 
against rampant inflation has col- 
lapsed. At the same time Israel is 


faced with the real prospect of int- 
ernational bankruptcy, whatever 
the willingness of Congress to 
convert loans into gifts. Shamir is 
confronted with the choice of ser- 
iously challenging the military 
with defence cuts or slashing vir- 
tually everything else. 

It might be hoped that the cuts 
will fall mainly on funds for new 
settlements in the occupied ter- 
ritories. but Shamir has already 
made clear this will not happen. 
According to a recent study by the 
former deputy mayor of Jer- 
usalem. Meron de Benvenisti, Isr- 
ael has already acquired enough 
and to settle 5UO.OOO people in the 
West Bank. Shamir intends to do 
just this. There may be some 
doubt where the settlers will come 
from. Immigration — almost ent- 
irely from the West — has risen 
slightly recently but remains very 
low. However. Israelis could pre- 
sumably continue to be enticed 
across the Green Line by att- 
ractive financial terms for settlers. 
This will be ve ry costly but nothing 
short of a complete economic bre- 
akdown is likely to deter Shamir. 

The small size of Shamil's maj- 
ority and the shaky structure of his 
coalition will not restrain his pol- 


icies but they could limit his period 
in power. Some Israeli analysts, 
although by no means all. believe 
new elections are inevitable within 
a few months. The smaller parties 
in the coalition, having secured 
the best terms available, have a 
vested interest in avoiding ele- 
ctions in which they might well 
disappear. But even if those who 
forecast early elections are right, 
there can be little comfort in the 
possibility of a Labour victory. 
This was borne out by a peculiarly 
depressing article by Shimon 
Peres published in the British 
Labour Weekly (Sept. 30 J headed 
“Israel’s Peace Without The 
PLO”. Apart from his gross his- 
torical inaccuracies, he ignores the 
moderation of Arafat’s policies. 
His solution is basically “Palestine 
in Jordan”, with Jordanian cit- 
izenship for Gazans and parts of 
the West Bank relinquished. 
There is no hint of recognition of 
Palestinian national rights. 

it is said that Labour may rep- 
lace Peres in order to improve its 
chances of election. But. given 
Labour’s history, it is hard to bel- 
ieve that generosity towards the 
Palestinians would be the hal- 
lmark of his successor. — Middle 
East International. London.

Row over U.S. Navy appropriations 


Save drivers’ lives

WASHINGTON — Mounting 
pressure to cut the United States 
arms budget has set off an intense 
struggle between the Navy Sec- 
retary. John Lehman, and Deputy 
Defence Secretary Paul Thayer, a 
gruff ex-industrialist. 

At stake is the future not only of 
the Navy, which Mr. Lahman says 
must be expanded to 600 ships 
and 15 aircraft carrier battle gro- 
ups, but also of the 41 -year-old 
Navy secretary, who according to 
some press reports has pre- 
sidential ambitions, and the 64- 
year-old Thayer, the number two 
Pentagon official. 

The dispute had been growing 
throughout the summer as early 
decisions were taken on the 19X5 
arms budget. According to Pen- 
tagon officials, Mr. Thayer con- 
cluded that the fleet of Mr. Leh- 
man’s dreams could be highly vul- 
nerable in an age of deadly, 
precision-guided exocet missiles, 
as the Falklands war showed. 

The row over ships resulted in a 


compromise in which Mr. Thayer 
backed a fourth carrier battle 
group, according to published 
reports. 

But Mr. Leahman refused to 
accept Mr. Thayer's decision to 
delay building a modified A6 att- 
ack aircraft and has been urging 
Congress to back the A6. Pen- 
tagon officials say. 

The struggle within the Pen- 
tagon over the roughly 525 U bil- 
lion 19X5 arms budget is a clear 
sign that officials recognise there 
will not be enough money to sat- 
isfy all the armed services despite 
President Reagan's huge pea- 
cetime build-up. 

This is especially true now that 
Congress, concerned about mou- 
nting Federal spending deficits, is 
preparing for the 19X4 elections, 
according to congressional sou- 
rces. 

Mr. Lehman, who has close ties 
with the White House, made the-, 
dispute public on Oct, JO by tel- - ’ 
ling the Washington Post: 

“1 am getting sick and tired of 
spending 9X per cent of my time 


up on (_ Capitol) Hill undoing the 
damage that senior defence off- 
icials are doing to the president's 
budget.” 

Without naming Mr. Thayer, he 
added: “What 1 am trying to do is 
... counter the guerrilla warfare by 
these defence officials-" 

Mr. Thayer in turn protested to 
Defence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger, who rebuked Mr. Leh- 
man. 

The dispute was only the latest 
in a series of personality and pol- 
icy clashes in Mr. Reagan's gov- 
ernment 

Before resigning as secretary of 
state last year, Alexander Haig 
also accused unnamed rivals of 
using “guerrilla tactics? against 
him, and the White House has 
been ridden with similar inf- 
ighting. according to press reports. 

There was widespread spe- 
culation after Mr. Lehman made 
The dispute public that Mr. Tha- 
yer. a former LTV Corporation 
chairman, would have to take 
steps to “regain his credibility.” 

Officials said one reason Mr. 


Thayer had resisted Mr. Lehman’s 
Navy plans and proposed that $ 1 8 
billion be cut from ship building 
and naval aviation over the next 
five years was that he thought 
more budget funds would be nee- 
ded for expanded ground ope- 
rations in Central America or els- 
ewhere. 

In another development, the 
New York Times, quoting ano- 
nymous administration officials, 
reported recently that Mr. Thayer 
was under investigation by the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission (SECj, which was trying 
to determine whether he had pas- 
sed along inside information to 
others before he left LTV. a U.S. 
steel, energy and aerospace firm, 
to take the Pentagon post in 19X2. 

Although the investigation had 
been going on for some time, the 
officials chose to reveal it at a str- 
ategic time in the Pentagon budget 
Struggle. 

Mr. Thayer responded by iss- 
uing a statement saying he had 
given testimony in a SEC inv- 
estigation.

Lack of awareness on this truly APP ALLS any sensible driver. 
Furthermoe, 1 suggest that the authorits here wake up and place 
more roving police cars on the Amman- Aqaba roadway, in order 
to fine those who drive without hights. Another measure would be 
to make emergency flasher lights MANDATORY for all vehicles, 
with the stipulation that flashers be used when travelling less than 
30 kilometres per hour or one kilometre, before and after any 
accident or road hazard. Don’t people here simply just care? 
Why? We Americans even turn on the lights on cloudy/ rainy days, 
when the sun is obscured. Most accidents happen.,*! dawn, and 
dusk, merety because people cannot see. ^ -

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CIA writes secret history that will never see the light

WASHINGTON — Somewhere 
inside the sprawling headquarters 
of the Central Intelligence Agency 
in Langley. Virginia, a small group 
of professional scholars is pro- 
ducing volume after volume of 
secret history books that will 
• never be found on the shelves of 
America's public libraries. 

The CIA’s historical office — 
little known even inside the age- 
ncy — is a unique organisation 
with unique problems. 

“There are,” said one person 
familiar with its work, “a Jot of 
people out there who simply don’ t ■ 
want things written down." 

Under Director William J. 
Casey, an arid reader and amateur 
historian, the office has been reb- 
orn. after internal arguments and 
a depletion in resources killed h 
off three years ago. 


“Casey is very. favourable tow- 
ard history,” one former Cl A off- 
icial said. 

“He seems to think .that the 
work of the historical staff is imp- 
ortant and has given some att- 
ention to it.” according to another 
source. 

“At the moment” said a gov- 
ernment historian in anotherage- 
ncy, “the office is undergoing a 
mild rerival. How far it will get 1 
couldn't predict. It just depends 
on who is and who isn't interested 
in having histories written, it’s cer- 
tainly not the sort of job Td want 
" to have. The difficulties are just 
too great.” 

- The scholar who occupies the 
CIA’s chair of secret history app- 
arently had his doubts as well. 
Before taking up the post in Aug- 
ust 19X1, according to a former 
colleague. Professor Kenneth 
McDonald kept open his 20-year 


tenure at George Washington 
University for a further 1 2 months 
until he felt secure in the new job. 

The CIA is proud of him to 
judge by the relatively large amo- 
unt of information the agency div- 
ulges about a career that includes 
four years in the Marines, a B.A. 
from Yale, a doctorate from Oxf- 
ord and a professorship of strategy 
at the Naval War College. 

Bui the agency will not reveal 
about the type or q uaniiiy of work 
now done by McDonald and three 
assistants. 

“They write histories, internal 
CIA histories based on classified 
information,” said spokesman 
Dale Petersen. “These remain cla- 
ssified” 

Former CLA officials and sch- 
olars say the office concentrates 
more on the structure and org- 
anisationof the agency than on the 
history of individual operations. 


explaining why, for example, one 
section was merged with another 
at a certain time. 

*• Post-mortems” on operations, 
these sources say, may be found in 
the records of other CIA offices. 
One reined counterintelligence 
official returned to Langley on a 
contract to write a "narrative his- 
tory that tied various incidents 
together.” 

The output of McDonald’s off- 
ice. according io people familiar 
with it, is “considerable” but une- 
ven in quality. One official des- 
cribed it as varying “from quite 
good to extremely bad or even 
hopeless.” 

One reason for this, says one 
person who has seen the secret 
volumes, is that they are often wri- 
tten by officials approaching ret- 
irement or between assignments 
and who have only a peripheral 
knowledge of the subject and no 



historical skills. 

The only publicly available inf- 
ormation about the history pro- 
gramme is buried in a footnote in a 
volume summarising almost three 
decades of the CIA's existence 
prepared for the 1975 Church 
Commission study on U.S. int- 
elligence activities. 

Its author, committee staffer 
Anne Karalekas. included among 
her sources "approximately 75 
volumes from the series of internal 
CIA histories, a rich of uneven col- 
lection of studies which deal with 
individual agency components, 
the administrations of the dir- 
ectors of central intelligence and 
specialised areas of intelligence 
analysis.” 

She described the material as 
constituting "unique institutional 
memory." 

Karalekas. according to a for- 
mer official, “got to look at a lot of 

things that people normally 

woudn't see.” * 

The historical staff was est- 
ablished under the directorship of 
Gen. Waller Bedell Smith in 
1951. shortly after the CIA evo- 
lved from the World War II Office 
of Strategic Services. 

“It has had a checkered his- 
tory." says one scholar, “no- 
urishing and receding depending 
on the circumstances." 

In the mid- 70s. Reagan adm- 
inistration sources say. the CIA 
office worked well, coordinating 
regularly with the historical offices 
of other agencies, especially the 
State and Defence Departments! 
and helping them declassify 
CIA-originated material. 

Under Jack Feiffer. McD- 
onald's predecessor, said a State 
Department historian, “there was 
a brief flowering of the exchange 
of information.'' .And ihau acc- 
ording to another source, "con- 
tributed ro Feiffers rapid dem- 
ise.” 


Around 197X. when an exe- 
cutive order by President Carter 
complicated the already tangled 
rules on declassification of gov- 
ernment documents, and the CIA 
budget was slashed under ihen- 
Direcior Stansfield Turner, the 
agency’s historical office began to 
wither. 

“It was in the execution cha- 
mber for a long lime.” recalls one 
former agency man. “because 
there were efforts to study the sit- 
uation and figure out what the 
programmes should be.” The final 
answer was that Feiffer was rem- 
oved and the office died, formally 
ceasing to exist in January 19X0. 

“A lot of people”, says another 
ex-CIA official, “were horrified 
that a programme that had already 
been pared down to about 1.5 
people should be closed down ent- 
irely. Turner’s behaviour was abs- 
olutely bar barian." 

The closing angered other gov- 
ernment historians, who lobbied 
for its reinstatement. It reopened, 
the CIA now says, in October 
1980. a few months before McD- 
onald took up the job. 

McDonald, according to a col- 
league in another go\ernmem his- 
torical office. "Is getting a fine 
reputation around town as som- 
eone who is intelligent and kno- 
wledgeable." 

Under new legislation that will 
free the CIA from what it has cal- 
led " unique and serious burdens” 
imposed by the Freedom of Inf- 
ormation Act. the agency seems 
set to keep almost all its ope- 
rational files under wraps for the 
foreseeable future. 

In return, the agency says, it will 
agree to review some material for 
declassification, a task which may 
fall to a revamped historical office 
with an increase in budgetary res- 
ources to match. — Washington 
Post.

After reading the advertisement of a super deluxe apa- 
rtment for rent, a deluxe apartment m the most beautiful 
street of Jabal Amman, near ... with a beautiful garden, 
entrance, big salons, dining room, 3 bedrooms, bathrooms, 
modern kitchen it was very templing, but in fact this is 
what I saw. 

The apartment was on the ground floor of a two storey 
building. The large and beautiful garden was in fact two tiny 
neglected alleys on both sides of the building. 

However, the surprise was the “modern kitchen’" which 
initially had blue cupboards to which were added two extra 
units, one white and the other brown (no jokel. The apa- 
rtment seems to be 20 years old, with iron windows and 
doors that do not close property. 

The bathrooms are: One white for the tiles and pink for 
the rest, and the other white and green. As to the “big 
salons”, it is not worth using the plural for those teeny 
weeny rooms, one of which does not have any windows at all.

Cubans triumph, Americans 
defeated in boxing cup final 


Marshall wreaks havoc again, puts 
Windies within sights of easy victory 


ROME (R) — Cubans stormed to victory m the 
finals of the Amateur Boxing World Cup here Sat- 
urday night while U.S. fighters went down to hum- 
iliating defeats. 


The Cubans, confirming iheir 
world supremacy in amateur box- 
ing. seized four gold medals while 
Soviet and Italian boxers carried 
off the top pri 2 e in three cat- 
egories each. 

But all three American finalists 
were defeated in lacklustre per- 
formances and had to be satisfied 
with silver medals. Both U.S. and 
Cuban boxers were fighting as 
pan of a North American team. 

Cuba's light -weltenv eight Can- 
delaria Duvergel ga\e the most 
devastating performance when he 
overwhelmed Hungary's Imre 
Bacskai. forcing the referee to halt 
the bout in the third round. 

Duvergel danced round the ring 
from the>opening bell, picking oft 
his smaller opponent with sharp 
straight punches to the head. 

Bacskai. adopting an uno- 
nhodox slouching stance in an 
effort to get under the Cuban's 
guard, seemed bemused by Du\- 
ergeF s speed and agility and tailed 
to land any effective punches. 

Duvergel caught his opponent 
with a succession of jabs before 


Welterweight Ron Esset was 
the first American to falter, losing 
on points against the less powerful 
but more aggressive Italian Luc- 
iano Bruno. 

Esset. although much the str- 
onger puncher, never found space 
to connect effectively with his 
awesome right hook and few were 
surprised when the judges scored 
the bout 4-1 in the Italian's fav- 
our. 

The biggest upset came when 
U.S. light-heavyweight Rick 
Womack lost on points to \ italy 
Kochancvsky of the Soviet Union 
after putting up a poor per- 
formance. 

Womack, regarded as the str- 
ongest member of the American 


team, never seemed to get into the 
fight, although in the final round 
he tried repeatedly to charge his 
lanky opponent. 

The In-year-old from Detroit, 
who beat the Russian at a meeting 
in Las Vegas last year, said later he 
had always found Koch anov sky an 
awkward fighter. 

Italy's super- heavyweight Fra- 
ncesco Damiani completed the 
U.S. rout, outpointing Craig 
Payne in a fierce but scrappy con- 
test. 

Damiani. who last year became 
the first man to beat Cuba's leg- 
endary heavyweight Teotllo Ste- 
venson. outpunched his opponent 
in a brawling encounter which 
reached a climax in the last round. 

The burly Italian turned the 
fight to his advantage in the clo- 
sing seconds when he demolished 
Payne's guard and. forcing him 
against the ropes, rained blows on 
him until the closing belT

23. retaliated with 
good lett jabs and right straight 
punches throughout the fight, 
their lourth title encounter since 
April 19s2. 


KANPUR. India (Rj — Malcolm 
Marshall continued to torment 
India's batsmen and put the West 
Indies within sight of an easy vic- 
tory on the third day of the first 
cricket test here on Sunday. 

India will certainly be looking 
forward to Monday's rest day hav- 
ing endured another fraught day- 
in the face of the non-stop West ' 
Indian fast bowling assault. 

They were forced to follow on 
shortly before tea after being bow- 
led out for 2u7 — a first innings 
deficit of 247 — and were reeling 
again as they slumped to 73 for 
five, still 1 74 runs adrift. 

Marshall, who took four for 19 
in the first innings, snapped up the 
first three wickets for only two 
runs in the space of 2* balls as the 
one-day World Cup Champions 
batted again.

Eleven weightlifters 
suspended for 2 years 


MOSCOW (R> — Eleven wei- 
ghtlifters disqualified from the 
Panamerican Games for using 
drugs have been banned from int- 
ernational competition for two 
years, including the 19X4 Olympic 
Games, western sports officials 
here said on Sunday. 

The officials, attending the 
Moscow World Weightliftiog 
Championships, said the exe- 
cutive board of the International 
Weightlifting Federation had dec- 
ided on the ban at a meeting in 
Moscow last week. 

Among those affected is Jeff 
Michels of the United States, who 
had three gold medals confiscated 
at the Panamerican Games in 
Caracas in August after tests ind- 
icated abnormal levels of the 
growth hormone testosterone. 

Another is Cuba’s Daniel 
Nunez, who had set a world record 
in the snatch and was stripped of 
three gold medals after being acc- 
used of taking steroids. 

The sports officials said the sus- 
pension was effective from August 
1 4 and would bar the lifters from 


compering in the 19N4 Olympic 
Games. 

Sixteen athletes, including the 
1 i lifters, were disqualified from 
the Panamerican Games and str- 
ipped of their medals and records 
when tests showed banned sub- 
stances in their systems. 

The other nine weightlifters hit 
by suspension are Alberto Blanco 
Fernandez of Cuba. Michael. Viau 
and Guy Greavette of Canada. 
Jose Adarmes Paez of Venezuela. 
Enrique Montiel of Nicaragua. 
Jaques Oiider of Chile. Jose Los- 
ada of the U.S„ Caballero Doicey 
of Colombia and Guillermo Lopez 
of Argentina. 

The officials said the drug pro- 
blem was discussed for several 
hours by the executive board at its 
meeting on Friday. 

The board had decided to hand 
down a relatively harsh penalty in 
'order to show its determination to 
stamp out the use of proscribed 
drugs by weightlifters and felt that 
other athletics bodies should take 
the same attitude.

Since he took over the industry 
portfolio last spring, Mr. Fabius 
has been cautious, pragmatic and 
low-key. but he has nonetheless 
made his priorities clear: From 
now on nationalised industry must 
be tightly and profitably managed. 

State bosses have greater fre- 
edom than Mr. Chevenement ever 
gave them but Mr. Fabius has told 
them he wants profits by 19X5 or 
they risk being out of a job. 

Moreover. Mr. Fabius has 
been arguing that France cannot 
solve its industrial, and especially 
electronics, problems on its own. 
He has been pressing for greater 
industrial collaboration not only 
in Europe but with the U.S. and 
Japan. 

It was against this background 
that Mr. Fabius consented to the 
negotiations between Mr. Alain 
Gomez, the chairman of Tho- 
mson. and Mr. Georges Pebereau. 
the managing director of CGE. 
that have now led to the spe- 
ctacular asset swap agreement. 

In any event, urgent actidn was 
needed to stop the financial hae- 
morrhage at Thomson, and rev- 
italise and reorganise ao industry 
that has so far produced more dis- 
appointments for France than ach- 
ievements. 

A surplus of FFr2.2 billion four 
years ago in France's electronic 
trade balance Luraed to a deficit of 
FFrN.2 billion last year. 

The most significant and .con- 
troversial aspect of the latest reo- 
rganisation is the decision to allow 
Thomson and CGE to merge their 
telecommunications assets into a 
single monopoly concern under 
management control of Cit- 
Alcatel. CG E' s tel- 
ecommunications subsidiary, des- 
pite fierce protests from the PTT. 
the French posts and tel- 
ecommunications authority. 

Mr. Fabius went along with Mr. 
Gomez and Mr. Pebereau. who 
both argued, for different reasons, 
that the French tel- 
ecommunications industry .could: 
only remain competitive through 
the merger. Telecommunication 
operations have been losing the 
Thomson group about FFr400 
million a year. 

In CGE. Mr. Gomez found a 
ready partner. The diversified ele- 
ctronics concern, one of the few 
profitable French state groups, is 
trying to translorm itself from a 
rambling conglomerate 'into a 
group operating in three or four 
industrial growth sectors, the two 
main ones being tel- 
ecom munica lions and energy sys-

NEW DELHI (J.T.) — The annual conference of the 
International Air Transport Association (IATA) 
which opens here Monday plans to discuss ways of 
protecting civilian aircraft from military action, 
conference sources said Sunday. 


The sources said the two-day 
conference, attended by about 
400 delegates, including the heads 
of many major international air- 
lines. was likely to express its con- 
cern at last month's shooting down 
of a South Korean airliner by Sov- 
iet military aircraft. 

“The conference will seek to 
prevent such tragedies in future,” 
IATA spoke srntn Mr. John Bri- 
ndley told Reuters. 

Mx. Brindley said LATA, rep- 
resenting 124 international air- 
lines. was deeply concerned that 
civilian aircraft should not be the 
target of military action. 

The Soviet action, killing all 269 
people on board the Korean air- 
lines Boeing 747. set off world- 
wide protests and some int- 
ernational airlines temporarily 
suspended their flights to Moscow 
and cancelled operations of the 
Soviet airline Aeroflot. 

Aeroflot Is not a member of 
IATA and the conference is not 
likely to be disrupted by sharp 
exchanges which marked a world 
tourism conference here earlier 
this month on the same issue. 


U.S, and Soviet delegates tra- 
ded angry words at the tourism 
conference before adopting a res- 
olution condemning the Soviet 
action as a threat to international 
tourism. 

India, which is host for this y- 
earis IATA conference, has all- 
. owed representatives of Israel 1 s El 
A1 Airline and South Africa Air- 
ways to enter the country, heading 
off another possible row. 

The two countries were not 
given visas for an international 
energy conference here last 
month, causing the U.S. to boycott 
the meeting. 

Recession will be main topic 

High on the list of topics to be 
discussed at the conference, which 
will be opened by Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi, are economic woes 
faced by many recession-hit air- 
lines. 

Conference sources said IATA 
member airlmes lost nearly $1.X 
billion last year, mainly due to a 
drop in passenger loads and inc- 
reased operational costs. 


Mr. Brindley said there was lik- 
ely to be increased cooperation 
between IATA and the airlines 
telecommunications organisation 
Sita for more computerisation of 
bookings and other airline ope- 
rations. 

The conference also will review 
IATA's aid programme for fle- 
dgling airlines in developing cou- 
ntries. 

Terrorism likely . 
to be discussed 

Other topics, which have been 
discussed at previous conferences, 
include strengthening anti- 
hijacking methods, collective act- 
ion to prevent fraud and steps to 
promote airline traffic in coo- 
peration with governments. Con- 
ference sources said delegates 
were likely to discuss a change in 
tactics by international terrorists 
who have expanded their attacks 
from hijackings to sabotage of air- 
line ground offices. 

The sources said sales offices 
and airport offices had become the 
target of terrorists m the 19X0s as 
the offices were seen as rep- 
resenting governments and easily 
accessible targets.

Reuters itself agrees that the 
scope is enormous. 

In other words, there is still a lot 
to play for; and as new financial 
instruments are being devised 
constantly, on both sides of the 
Atlantic, the market itself is alw- 
ays widening. 

Second, the two offer different 
specialities. 

Reuters is the mature, dev- 
eloped and diverse operation, 
with 48 services from all things 
money-related to shipping. 

Its special feature, since 19X1, 
has been its dealing service, which 
allows brokers to deal direct. It is 


also on the eve of launching what 
it terms as “unique processing 
packages” which will allow a dea- 
ler to process Reuter-supplied 
information as he wants. 

Its marketing department (ant- 
icipating Telerate? } is moving to 
provide a range of cut price basic, 
services, including a £170 a month 
deal for corporate treasurers. 

Telerate, still the junior cha- 
llenger. is a narrower, more sel- 
ective service geared to the U.S. 
bond, currency and foreign exc- 
hange markets. It provides more 
analysis and is deceiving a gen- 
erally good reception from its 
London users. 

. There are key quibbles: That its 
pages can take up to half a minute 
to appear while Reutenns appear 
instantaneously, and that it costs 
more. 

There is also clear evidence of 
brand loyalty. If you cut your fin- 
ancial teeth on Reuters, you tend 
to stay with it If on Telerate, like 
wise. 

One thing is certain. There is 
going to be an interesting dem- 
onstration of free enterprise at 
work over the coming year. 

Whether it will dent Reuter’s 
image, or combine with the other 
drag factorsto take the gilt of the 
gingerbread is impossible to say. 
But it all points to the need for 
speed. — The Guardian

Turkish bank to 
take over ailing 
industrial group 


ISTANBUL (R) — Turkish Fin- 
ance Minister Adnan Baser Kaf- 
aoglu was quoted Sunday as say- 
ing Turkey's state-owned agr- 
iculture bank. Ziraat Bankasi. 
would take over the financially- 
troubled Kazanoglu-Cavusoglu 
industrial group. 

Kafaoglu told the left-of-centre 
daily Cumhuriyet a decision in 
principle that the bank should 
take-over the group had been 
taken by the economic council, a 
cabinet sub -committee of key 
economic ministers, but details 
had not been worked out. 

The group asked for 2.5 billion 
Turkish lira (SI 2.5 million) from 
the Finance Ministry last July to 
help solve its problems, offering in 
return to mortgage its firms ope- 
rating in Turkey. 

Founded as a construction firm, 
the group expanded over the past 
few years to become one of Tur- 
key's top 10 industrial groups, 
owning 29 firms ranging from fruit 
juice processing to banking and 
newspaper publication. 

The group, which has con- 
struction contracts worth SX0U 


million in the Middle East and 
Libya, ran into trouble when 
Libya delayed payments, com- 
pany officials said. 

The problems were com- 
pounded when a large bank 
owned by the group. Hisarbank. 
was hit by a collapse of brokerage 
houses last year. 

The Finance Ministry last 
March took over the adm- 
inistration of Hisarbank, which 
still has debts of 33 billion lira 
(SI 34- million). Cumhuriyet said. 

Cumhuriyet also quoted Dep- 
uty Prime Minister Zeyyat Bay- 
kara as saying the group's total 
debt was as high as 120 billion lira 
(S4S0 million). 

The paper said Gunes. a daily, 
and Odibank, a small bank owned 
by the group, were exempted from 
the liraat Bankasi take-over. 

It was not clear whether the 
government would agree to a pro- 
posal by the group to kesp its con-, 
struct ion companies operational 
in the Middle East. 

Finance Ministry and 
Kazanoglu-Cavusoglu officials 
were not available for comment. 


Iceland anti-inflation 
policies begin to bite 


REYKJAVIK (R) — Iceland’s 
new centre-right government has 
managed to rein in the country's 
galloping inflation but its austerity 
measures have been denounced 
by the opposition as totalitarian. 

Centrist Prime Minister Ste- 
ingrimur Herraannsson, who 
came to power in April 1 s general 
election, has cut one of the world’s 
highest inflation rates to 30 per 
cent, down from 80 to 100 per 
cent during the polL 

At one stage, inflation was pro- 
jected to reach 1 30 per cent early 
next year, but the trend has been 
reversed through harsh gov- 
ernment measures imposed wit- 
hout consulting parliament, to the 
anger of the socialist opposition 
and trade unions. 


The main features of the pac- 
kage introduced in May were a 25 
per cent wage cut, a ban on strikes 
until March, the suspension of dir- 
ect wage negotiations between 
workers and employers and a 14 
per cent devaluation of the Ice- 
landic crown. 

In a budget announced after 
parliament opened on Oct. 1 0. the 
government said it aimed to cut 
inflation to 10 per cent by next 
year and announced public spe- 
nding cuts of five per cent. 

Financial analysts say spiralling 
inflation over-many months alm- 
ost wrecked the Icelandic eco- 
nomy which, until recently, pro- 
vided most people with a high sta- 
ndard of living.

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Anti-nuclear movements 


in W.Europe jubilant 


LONDON (R) — Millions of West Europeans took to 
the streets Saturday to demand that NATO aba- 
ndons its policy of starting to deploy new U.S. nuc- 
lear missiles in Europe this year. 


Organisers claimed that the 
mass rallies, some of the largest 
ever seen in the West, proved that 
the people did not want the mis- 
siles on their soil. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Org- 
anisation (NATO) plans to start 
installing 572 cruise and Pershing 
missiles in five European cou- 
ntries in December unless there is 
a breakthrough in the Geneva 
arms talks with the Soviet Union 
on limiting the number of equ- 
ivalent Soviet missiles. 

In London, a crowd estimated 
by police at 2lXJ,(KNi marched 
peacefully to Hyde Park where 
they were addressed by Neil Kin- 
nock. new leader of the opposition 
Labour Party which is committed 
to scrapping Britain's nuclear 
weapons. 

Joan Ruddock, a leader of Bri- 
tain's Campaign for Nuclear Dis- 
armament (CND). said: "This is 
the most magnificant dem- 
onstration CND has ever held. 
Today we have demonstrated that 
the peace movement intends to 
remain in the centre of British 
life.” 

In Rome, hundreds of tho-. 
usands of people rallying outside 
the Basilica of St. John Lateran 
staged a “die-in.” collapsing to the 
ground io symbolise the effects of 
a nuclear attack. 

“This time we can get up again. 
Who knows whether we can next 
time.” siad one demonstrator 
after falling down. 

Enrico Berlinguer. secretary of 
the Communist Party, said the 
huge turnout, put by police at 
between 4(IO.(KI(i and 500,000. 
was bound to make the gov- 


ernment reconsider plans for bas- 
ing cruise missiles in Sicily. 

In Bonn, an estimated half a 
million people heard former Cha- 
ncellor Willy Brandt, chairman of 
the opposition Social Democrats, 
declare for the first time that he 
opposed the deployment of the 
U.S. missiles. 

A further half a million people 
took part in anti-nuclear rallies 
elsewhere in West Germany. One 
of the most spectacular was a 
human chain running more than 
100 kilometres from the U.S. 
army’s European command cen- 
tre at Stuttgart to U.S. barracks at 
Neu Ulm. 

Vienna came to a halt as four 
columns of marchers converged 
on the square in front on the town 
hall in what residents described as 
the biggest demonstration in dec- 
ades. 

Austrian demonstrators, inc- 
luding Socialist Education Min- 
ister Helmut Zilk, earlier formed a 
human chain between the U.S. 
and Soviet embassies in an anti- 
nuclear protest. 

Flemish Socialist Party leader 
Karel van Miert described as des- 
picable a statement by Deputy 
Prime Minister Jean Gol dis- 
missing the protests as the result of 
a vast disinformation campaign 
designed to tip the world balance 
of power in the Soviet Union's 
favour. 

Mr. van Miert said Deputy 
Premier Gol was ignoring the wis- 
hes of the vast majority of the 
people who did not want nuclear 
weapons in Belgium. 

Germans promise more 
BONN (R) — West Germany’s 


anti-nuclear movement, cel- 
ebrating what it described as the 
country's biggest demonstrations 
to date Saturday has vowed to 
press on wirh similar protests. 

Rally organisers told a cheering 
crowd in the capital the anti- 
nuclear movement would con- 
tinue protesting against the dep- 
loyment of the medium-range 
missiles in Western Europe if it 
goes ahead. “We will not stop 
here," Joachim Dietrich said. 

Police, who had vastly out- 
numbered demonstrators early in 
the week, kept a low profile Sat- 
urday and many carried flowers 
and other peace tokens given to 
them by the mainly youthful and 
good-natured crowds. 

They said 350 people were bri- 
efly detained in Neu Ulm. where 
demonstrators tried to blockade a 
U.S. array base expected to be a 
site of Pershing-2 missiles if Gen- 
eva disarmament negotiations 
break down this year. 

Across the Danube River in 
Ulm itself, one man was reported 
arrested after being found with a 
World War 11 rifle. 

A bomb went off in a military 
intelligence school in Bad Ems. NO 
kilometres south of Bonn, causing 
extensive damage but no injuries. 

In Hamburg, .where about 
250,001) people attended a rally, 
police reported demonstrators 
had broken some shop windows. 

At one point, water cannons 
were turned on a group of about 
5.U0U demonstrators outside the 
right-wing Axel Springer pub- 
lishing house after stones and bot- 
tles were thrown, eyewitnesses 
said. Several people were det- 
ained. 

In Boon, where sunny though 
cold weather helped swell num- 
bers. balloon-carrying dem- 
onstrators packed the city centre 
by midday and fell silent for three 
minutes while church bells rang 


Shultz to visit El Salvador before 
flying to improve ties with Brazil 


WASHINGTON (R; U.S. Sec- 
retary ol State George Shultz flies 
south this week to discuss imp- 
roved relations with Brazil and to 
warn Salvadorean officials that 
increasing violence is hurting U.S. 
public support for that country. 

Mr. Shultz was to meet Sal-. 
\ adore an President Alvaro Mag- 
ana and other ollicials in San Sal- 
vador vlonday be lore going to 
Brazil. 

A . U.S. official said Mr. Shultz 
would explain to President Mag- 
ana the etlect that reports ot rising 
violence in El Salvador, including 
re-emergence of right-wing death 
squads, have on U.S. public and 
'congressional support for Arne- - 
rican aid to his government. 

“It’s more a matter ol exp- 
laining to him (Magana, the rea- 
lities ol political life in this cou- 
ntry." said the official, who spoke 
on condition that lie not be 
named. 

He said the secretary ot state 


wanted to obtain El Salvador’s 
assessment ot its success in fig- 
hting rebels and achieving pol- 
itical and social reforms. 

In Brazil, the official said. Mr. 
Shultz would discuss improved 
relations, but would carry no relief 
tor Brazil's debt. 

President Reagan announced 
while in Brazil last December that 
the United States would give Bra- 
zil S 1 .23 billion in short-term cre- 
dit to help meet its debts. 

But the official said: “Secretary 
Shultz is not carrying a bridge loan 
to sign or announce this time." 

Brazil is negotiating with the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF i and commercial banks to 
meet payments on its estimated 
syn-billion foreign debt. 

The purpose of Mr. Shultz's 
visit is to discuss not the debt but 
recommendations by five U.S.- 
Brazilian working groups on imp- 
roving nuclear, industrial, mil- 
itary. economic, scientific and 
space cooperation. They were set 


up during Mr. Reagan's visit. 

The cooperation includes plans 
to send a Brazilian specialist along 
with U.S. crewmen into space on 
some future shuttle mission to 
operate a Brazilian earth survey 
project, according to the U.S. off- 
icial. 

He said U.S. and Brazilian off- 
icials were moving towards res- 
olving tH5ir differences over mil- 
itary and nuclear-power coo- 
peration. 

Rightwinger 
wins polls in 
Queensland 

BRISBANE (R» — Veteran 
right-winger Joh Bjelke Petersen 
claimed Sunday that his re- 
election in Queensland was a tur- 
ning point against socialism in 
A us trail a. 

His National Party was returned 
to power in a state poll Saturday in 
which the Liberal Party was dec- 
imated and Labour failed to obt- 
ain the support it had expected. 

Labour, has dominated recent 
polls, it gained federal power in 
March and controls four of the six 
state governments, the exceptions 
being Tasmania and Queensland. 

Mr. Bjelke-Petersen. 72, said 
he had halted what he calls the 
socialist menace. Referring to 
Prime Minister Bob Hawke, he 
said: “This is the first nail in Mr. 
Hawke's coffin.” 

Rejecting the claim, premier 
Hawke described Mr. Bjelke- 
Petersen as a phenomenon m 
Queensland politics and said: 
“The National Party would not 
have done as well without him.” 

The National Party won at least 
37 seats. Labour 27 and Liberals 
seven. Before the election, the 
National Party had 36 seats. Lab- 
our 25 and Liberals 20. 

Mr. Bjelke-Petersen. bom in 
New Zealand of Danish parents, 
claimed his party would finish up 
with at least 42 seats, enough to 
govern Queensland without the 
help of his former Liberal par- 
tners. 

He has so far refused to cou- 
ntenance reuniting with the Lib- 
erals. some of whom are calling for 
the resignation of leader Terry 
White, who led the coalition rev- 
olt. 

Labour had hoped to take adv- 
antage of the split and needed a 
5.9 percent poll swing in its favour 
to gain total control in the Que- 
ensland parliament. 

But the swing was only three 
per cent, giving most advantage 
from the Liberal collapse io Mr. 
Bjelke-Petersen. premier for the 
past 1 5 years and firm advocate of 
a free enterprise system.

4 dead, 5 hurt in Peru rebel raids 


LIMA (R) — Four people were 
killed and five were wounded as 
leftist guerrillas launched a coo- 
rdinated series of bomb attacks on 
targets throughout the Peruvian 
capital Saturday night, police said 
Sunday. 

Insurgents hurling dynamite hit 
at least four targets within the 
space of 20 minutes, including the 
headquarters of the ruling Popular 
Action Party (AP) and a police 
station. 

The dead included a politician, 
a policeman and two guerrillas, 
police said. 

Lights momentarily dimmed in 
several districts of Lima as ins- 
urgents also tried to damage the 
capital’s electrical system, a spo- 
kesman for the municipal electric 
company said. 

It was the second guerrilla att-: 
ack on Lima in a week following 
an assault last Saturday which par- 
tially blacked out this city of five 


million people and wounded two 
policemen. 

The attacks, which police said 
they believed were the work of the 
Maoist guerrilla group Sendero 
Luminoso (shining path), ended a 
five-month lull in political vio- 
lence in the capital. 

President Fernando Belaunde. 
speaking at the ravaged AP hea- 
dquarters, said the urban bomb 
attacks were aimed at disrupting 
nationwide municipal elections on 
Nov. 13. 

Mr. Belaunde spoke barely an 
hour after a dynamite blast at the 
building killed a 30-year-old party 
activist and wounded two more 
AP members, police said. 

In an emotional speech, Mr. 
Belaunde said his party’s officials 
were willing to die to preserve 
Peru's three-year-old return to 
democratic rule and he recalled 
that two people died at the same 


site in a guerrilla attack last May 
21 . 

“One more time I have to ask 
my countrymen to remain as cai/n 
as possible to face these int- 
ernationally motivated attacks,” 
he said. He did not identify the 
foreign powers backing ins- 
urgents. but said guerrillas had 
launched a “foreign warlike agg- 
ression.” 

One guerrilla died in a bombing 
raid on a Purina company factory, 
believed to be U.S.-owned, police 
said. Another insurgent died in a 
shootout after the police station 
blast in which one officer died and 
another was wounded. 

They said they could not imm- 
ediately confirm a report by the 
official news agency Andiria that 
the guerrillas also hurled bombs at 
a church, a traffic police station, 
an army outpost and an electricity 
pylon. 


Extremists 
rounded up 
in Punjab 

CHANDIGARH, India (Rl — 
Police and paramilitary forces 
spread out through India's tro- 
ubled Punjab state Sunday to rou- 
ndup Sikh extremists blamed for 
mounting sabotage and other att- 
acks. 

State authorities also acted to 
protect trains and bridges, fearing 
an extremist campaign to eco- 
nomically isolate Punjab, known 
as India's breadbasket for its 
wheat and other food production. 

A police spokesman said raids 
on extremist hideouts have been 
extended to six of Punjab's 12 dis- 
tricts. So far about 70 suspects had 
been arrested in towns like Arar- . 
itsax, site of the Sikhs holiest shr- 
ine. the golden temple, Ludhiana, 
Patiala' and Kapurthala. 

The crackdown was ordered 
after 150 people were lulled and 
injured when a train in Punjab was 
derailed last Friday due to sab- 
otage. 

G. Jagatpathi, one of four adv- 
isers appointed to run the state 
when Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhi took direct control of Punjab 
rwo weeks ago, said not even a 
magic wand could restore order 
overnight. 

So far this month 40 people 
have died and 2U0 been injured in 
growing violence as part of the 14 
month-old agitation in the state 
where most of India's 12 million 
Sikhs live. 

Mr. Jagatpathi, who controls' 
the crucial home ministry res- 
ponsible for police and other sec- 
urity forces, said the main pro-' 
blem was knowing where the ext- 
remists would strike next. 

Senior intelligence sources said 
the attacks were extremely skilful 
and some Sikh saboteurs were tra- 
ined at camps run by individuals in 
neighbouring Pakistan. Pakistan 
has denied involvement in the 
state's unrest. 


Caribbean chiefs adjourn Indian mediation vital, 
talks on Grenadan coup Sri Lankan minister says 


FORT OF SPAIN. Trinidad <R) 
— Caribbean leaders adjourned 
emergency talks Sunday on what 
action the 13-nation Caribbean 
community (Caricora ) should take 
against Grenada after last week's 
military coup there. 

Trio idacTs Prime Minister' 
George Chambers said there 
i would be no statements before the 
meeting resumed but one is exp- 
ected sifter it ends, probably later 
Sunday. 

Among the measures the lea- 
ders are considering are trade san- 
ctions. suspension of Grenada's 
Caricom membership and military 
intervention. 

High-level Caricora sources 
said there was general agreement 
in favour of strong action, but 
added that any military int- 
ervention to restore civilian rule in 
Grenada was unlikely. 

The government leaden were 
considering a number of options, 
including trade sanctions, but the 
sources said the expulsion of Gre- 
nada through a revision of the Car- 
icom treaty was expected to be the 
focus of discussions. 

Grenada's 16-man rev- 
olutionary military council has 
announced that Marxist Prime 
Minister Maurice Bishop and 16 
-other people were killed in Wed- 
nesday's takeover. The country 
entered its fourth day under a 
24-hour curfew. 

Only Grenada was not rep- 
resented at the meeting although 
Barbados Prime Minister Tom_ 
Adams, who had been vocal in' 

seeking srrong action against Gre- 
nada. was a notable absentee. Mr. 
Adams was represented by his 
foreign minister. Louis Tull. 


St. Vincent's Prime Minister 
Milton Cato has offered to talk 
directly to the chairman of Gre- 
nada's revolutionary council. 
Gen. Hudson Austin, to avert a 
regional crisis. Mr. Cato said he 
would discuss mediation with his 
■ Caricora colleagues. 

On possible military int- 
ervention. St. Lucia's Prime Min- 



ister John Compton has hinted 
that logistical support could be 
obtained from outside powers, 
widely taken as meaning the Uni- 
ted States. 

While a U.S. naval task force 
has sailed for Grenada's waters, 
the sources said. Caricom leaders 
are wary of setting a precedent for 
U.S. military intervention in the 
area. 


COLOMBO I.R| — A Sri Lankan 
cabinet minister Sunday said med- 
iation by India was still the best 
way to find a solution to the isl- 
and's ethnic friction which eru- 
pted in violence three months ago. 

Savureiamoorthy Thondaman. 
rural industrial development min- 
ister. who returned Saturday night 
from talks with Indian leaders, 
said he would try to prevail on the 
Sri Lankan government to make 
use of efforts by a special Indian 
envoy to find a solution. 

Indian diplomat Gopalaswami 
Parthasarathi. sent by Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, 
held seven days of discussions in 
Colombo in August. A second 
visit by him. scheduled for last 
month to pursue mediation eff- 
orts. has been indefinitely pos- 
tponed at the request of Sri Lan- 
kan President Junius Jay- 


ewardene. 

Mr. Thondaman visited India 
in his capacity as president of the 
Ceylon Workers Congress, rep- 
resenting thousands of people of 
Indian origin in the island, who' 
were also affected by the July vio- 
lence. He met Mis. Gandhi and 
other Indian leaders. 

He told a press conference Sun- 
day feeling was running high in 
India that Sri Lanka's ethnic pro- 
blem was no longer an internal 
matter and had now become the 
concern of millions of Tamils' in 
India and other parts of the world. 

In this atmosphere, it would be ' 
easier for the main Sri Lankan 
Tamil party, the .Tamil United 
Liberation Front (TULF). to aba- 
ndon its demand for a separate 
state and accept an alternative if 
India helped in the mediation, he 
said. 


2,527 Pakistani political 
detainees remain in jail 


ISLAMABAD (R) — The Pak- 
istan government said Sunday 
more than 4,000 people were arr- 
ested across the country during 
the last 1 0 weeks of political agi- 
tation against martial law and 
2,527 were still in jail. 

A government spokesman said 
3.332 had been detained in Pak- 
istan's troubled southern province 
of Sind and of these 1.565 had 
been released while 1,767 rem- 
ained in prison. 

Sind is the centre of the nine- 
party Movement for the Res- 
toration of Democracy (MRD). 


which is campaigning against the 
military rule of President Moh- 
ammad Zia UI Haq. 

The spokesman, briefing rep- 
orters in Islamabad, said other 
arrests were distributed around 
the country's three other pro- 
vinces and included some dem- 
onstrators who had deliberately 
sought arrest as part of the protest 
movement.

FBI cracks down on youthful computer spies

WASHINGTON - The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation ( FBI) has 
mounted a drive against young 
computer spies who have broken 
into military and intelligence 
computers to test their skills and 
to challenge authority. 

The FBI takes these cases of 
computer spying seriously and has 
trained 50U agents in computer 
science to help deal with the pro- 
blem. a spokesman said. 

Although the youthful spies, 
known as hackers, have managed 
to penetrate the computer data 
bank at Los Alamos national lab- 
oratory. in New Mexico, where 
nuclear bombs are perfected, and 
to gain access to computer net- 
works used by the Central Int- 
elligence Agency (CIA) and the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA), no cla- 
ssified data has been com- 


promised. U.S. officials told Reu- 
ters. 

But the officials said they are 
concerned about the future sec- 
urity of secret-laden computers 
used by the Pentagon, the CIA 
and private businesses. 

In a series of predawn raids, the 
FBI underscored its own security 
concerns by confiscating the com- 
puter equipment of more than a 
dozen hackers from their gen- 
erally affluent, upper- 
middlc-class homes, searching 
under beds, overturning mat- 
tresses. and otherwise searching 
the premises. 

One of the youths under inv- 
estigation told reporters the FBI 
agents said they were investigating 
reports that computer buffs using 
home computers and telephone 
hookups had managed to pen- 
etrate Defence Department com- 
puters, including a system at Mc- 
Clellan air force base. California. 

The mother of another youth 
whose computer was seized told 


reporters that FBI agents said her 
son had broken into military com- 
puters. 

A NASA spokesman told Reu- 
ters there also had been intrusions 
into an electronic mail system 
used by NASA but that no sen- 
sitive information had been com- 
promised. 

The FBI Has made no arrests in 
its investigation centering on pos- 
sible violation of mail fraud sta- 
tutes. an FBI spokesman said. 
There is no law that directly for- 
bids penetrating computers wit- 
hout permission. 

Interest in hackers intensified 
last summer after the release of 
the film “War Games.” which 
depicted a young computer wizard 
breaking into an air force com- 
puter as a prank and nearly tri- 
ggering World War 111. 

Pentagon officials dismissed the 
film as fanciful, but two U.S. Navy 
computer specialists warned in a 
recent Washington publication 
called naval institute proceedings: 


“There are means at hand for sab- 
oteurs lo penetrate this country’s 
military computers.” 

The article said enemy agents 
could insert secret “Trojan horse” 
codes into U.S. military com- 
puters. causing emergency data to 
be garbled or missiles to fire early. 

The Pentagon recently moved 
to discourage computer snooping 
by reorganising a computer data 
network called ARPANET, 
which was used by military as well 
as university researchers. 

Because ARPANET had bec- 
ome a favourite target of hackers, 
the military users have been bro- 
ken off huo a distinct, more secure 
network, accoring to Pentagon 
officials. 

As more and more sensitive inf- 
ormation is stored in computers 
and penetration techniques grow 
more sophisticated, U.S. military 
computers could become inc- 
reasingly vulnerable not just to 
hackers but to Soviet spies. U.S. 
officials say. 



Saudi ship survives 
run of bad luck 


MANILA (Rt — A small Saudi 
tanker which.reported that it had 
run aground and was being att- 
acked by pirates in the South 
China Sea has been freed from a 
reef and is moving under its own 
power, shipping sources here said 
Sunday. Shipping sources in Sin- 
gapore said earlier that the 
2.U(HMonne Sara Hashim had 
sent a distress signal Saturday say- 
ing pirates of Indonesian origin 
were boarding the vessel alter it 
struck a reef near the Spratly Isl- 
ands. about 960 kilometres sou- 
thwest of Manila. The Manila sou- 
rces said the ship was freed Irom 
the reef and was known to be mov- 
ing without assistance. They had 
no further details, but added that 
the U.S. Navy was not involved in 
any rescue operation. The Sin- 
gapore sources said the U.S. and 
Malaysian navies had been alerted 
after the Sara Hashim’ s message 
was received.

France (Rj — French cus- 
toms seized 4.s kilos of pure her- 
oin hidden in five sets of draughts 
in the luggage of a Syrian traveller 
at Nice airport Saturday, police 
said. The drug, divided into 
15H-0H0 doses, woqld have a str- 
eet value of 15 million francs 
(Sl.S million i they said. Customs 
officers became suspicious when 
they noticed the 24-year-old Syr- 
ian waiter, the last person to leave 
a flight from Frankfurt, had five 
draught games in his baggage. 

Anti-herpes 
vaccine developed 

NEW YORK < A.P.» - Vaccines 
’against herpes, hepatitis and inf- 
luenza have been made by mod- 
ifying smallpox vaccine using a 
technique that could theoretically 
be used to make vaccines lor any 
infectious disease, researchers 
said in a report released last week. 
It even appears possible to make a 
single vaccine to protea against as 
many as 12 diseases, said Enzo 
Paoletii. the developer of the new 
technique. The technique, he said, 
“has potential for both bacterial as 
well as viral disease and perhaps 
parasitic disease, which is an ext- 
reme problem on the global 
level.” Paoletti said it would be at 
leasL two years before the v accines 
are ready for human trials. A rep- 
ort on the research will appear in 
the proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences in Dec- 
ember. 

Dhaka prepares 
archaeology plan 

DHAKA (Rj - Bangladesh has 
prepared a S4 million plan to pre- 
sene historic Buddhist mon- 
asteries and Muslim shrines in the 
.country, the official news agency 
BSS said. The five-year plan aims 
to preserve and repair I.ihhu 
year-old monasteries at Paharpur 
in the northern Rajshahi District 
and 5UO-year-old shrines of Mus- 
lim saint Khan Jahan Ali 
and a mosque named after him. at 
Bagerhat in the southern district 
of Khulna.
